Yecterday’i Daily Bacimg Fork referred to 
the vast anma of money inTolved in the ultimate 
decision of tbe atakee now offered by a number 
of jockey clubs, entries to which will close 
within a few dsys. Tbe eatimates printed here 
aa to tbe probable value of these events of the 
future are roughly made, but in the long run 
will probably be found to run below rather 
than above tbe actual results. Tbe Futurity, as 
experience bas shown, might easily run up 
to $60 000 or more. The figures presented 
below are certainly encouraging to horse own- 
ers and breeders, and when it is considered that 
the Westchester, Saratoga, St. Louis. Latonia, 
Washington. Aqueduct, Nashville and possi- 
bly two of the Chicago tracks are yet to enter 
tbe field with their lists of stakes, it can easily 
be eeen that tbe aggregate here suggested will 
be swell'id to mcch more than half a mil- 
lion dcilars, nearly all of which is simply 
for tbe spring and early summer meetings. The 
stakes now offered for the consideration of 
owners and breeders are of tbe following esti- 
mated gross value:
